Several Distriots  Xat to be Heard
From In’ Réports,

Prof, Bruner, county superintendent
of education, &nys that he has not re-
coived the annual report of the directors
of districts twenty-one; thirty-six, forty-
three and tifty-three.

The Spaniard bows and asks his noigh-

bor for a light. Tho latter, returning
the bow, immediately presents him

with his cigar, holding ont the lighted

end at a slight angle between  the
thumb  and  secona finger,  The other

tukes the eigar, and, after vrocuring the
necded fire from it, reverses it skilifully
and returns it, the entire operation being
accompanied by another graceful bow
and each ruises his hat as he turng to go

awny. The Svaniard always smokes
through his nose. He considers it ox-
travagant to waste any good snioke

through his mouth, and inveterate smok-
ers in ull countries ngree with him. The
German is mwore polite in asking for o
light than he is in zi\'lnf; it. Even with
the best intentions, in the latter ense his
efforts have the appearance of reluctance.
Sometimes when his cigar .is smoked
down nearly far enough he will throw it
away immaoedintely after granting o re-
quest for fire.  This among the Lating 1s
considered rude and boorish in the ox-
treme, and is sometimes regarded as
positively insulting,

The average Englishman hositates be
